LONDON, Feb. 13.—(CP)-~A sit- 
down strike lasting several hours 
was staged Monday by some mem- 
bers of the Highland Light Infantry 
Battalion of the Canadian Army 
of occupation in Germany but the 
men went back to duty after being 
addressed by Maj.-Gen. Chris 
Vokes, occupation force com- 
mander, it was learned here today. 


THE MEN ASKED for better 
jrations and also to know the de- 
finite date of their repatriation to 
Canada. 

It was not known here how many 
of the Highland Light Infantry, a 
Galt, Ont., regiment, were involved, 
but it is understood the strikers 
did not include any commissioned 
personnel or non-commissioned 
officers.

Uncivilized Drinking 
In Canada Attacked 


CALGARY, Feb. 13—(CP)—The 
hope that Canadian servicemen 
who served in Britain will exer- 
cise enough influence to civilize 
the country as far as consumption 
of liquor is concerned was ex- 
pressed in Calgary by Bernard K. 
Sandwell, Editor of Toronto Sat- 
urday Night, who spoke of “Our 
Uncivilized System of Drinking,” 
in an interview here yesterday. 

“Returned veterans have seen the 
advantages of the British pub sys- 
tem in the social life of the people, 
and they are certainly not content 
with the Canadian liquor ration 
which does not allow drinking in 
public places, 

“ALCOHOL !$ NOT a vice in it- 
self, and drinking in moderation is 
not a vicious act. Quebec is the 
only province which has kept its 
liquor sales consistent—the rest of 
the country is getting tighter and 
tighter in its liquor restrictions,” 
he said. 

Americans visiting Canada are 
always amazed at the strict liquor 
restrictions in the Dominion. Mr. 
Sandwell believed managers of not- 
ed personages who toured Canada 
should warn them of what was in

Based largely on Nazi documents 
captured in a German salt mine, 
the department denounced the suc- 
cessive Argentine governments for 
having given “positive aid” to the 
Axis during the war.

Strikes are Ended 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—(AP)—The end of crippling 
strikes in Pittsburgh and Philadelphia and revocation of New 
York City’s closed order brought some measure of relief 


today to United States industrial strife. 

SETTLEMENT of the work stop- 
page by power and transit workers 
and lifting the shutdown edict in 
New York came after a day of in- 
convenience and confusion to most 
of the millions living in the three 
large eastern cities. 

While New York city resumed 
near normal operations of its com- 
mercial, industrial and amusement 
activities after 78 hours of par- 
alysis, the labor dispute which was 
the cause of the shutdown remain- 
ed unsettled. 

THERE WERE NO immediate 
indications of an end of the 10-day 
strike of 3,500 American Federation 
of Labor Tugboat Workers, whose 
walkout caused a drastic fuel short- 
age and brought about Mayor Wm. 
O’Dwyer’s shutdown order. The 
union has agreed to submit the 
wage-hour dispute to arbitration 
but tugboat owners have not as yet 
reached agreement among them- 
selves on procedure for arbitration 
of the issues.

McGeer Demands 
Western Defences 


SEATTLE, Feb. 13—(AP)—Sen» 
ator Gerald G, McGeer, KC, of Van- 
couver, said yesterday & was 
“ridiculous” for Canada and the 
United States to “make other na- 
tions strong at the expense of 
weakening ourselves.” 

He told a news conference the 
“next war” could be expected to 
be aimed from Asiatic Russia and 
China at the North American cone 
tinent through Alaska, Yukon Tere 
ritory, British Columbia and the 
State of Washington, 

“LET’S HOPE,” he said, “that we 
never have to defend ourselves 
against Russia, but certainly we 
don’t want to be in the postion of 
defending ourselves , . , without 
having made adequate preparas 
tions.” 

He urged that the Canadian and 
U. S. governments, jointly and im- 
mediately, “develop a real measure 
of security along the North Pacifia 
coast ... militarily and economice 
ally, with seaways, airways, highe 
ways and railways, and more popue 
lation.”

UNO Committee 
Votes New York 
As Interim Sit 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—(CP)—A 
United Nations Assembly commit- 
tee voted overwhelmingly today to 
establish temporary United Nations 
headquarters in New York City. 

The committee rejected a pro- 
posal that the temporary site 
should be in San Francisco, 

THE ACTION puts the site ques- 
tion up to the whole assembly. 

The Westchester-Fairfield area 
of New York state and Connecticut 
had previously been recommended 
by the committee as permanent 
United Nations headquarters. 

One other top issue, the Indone- 
sian question, remained to be set- 
tled by the security council before 
the United Nations could adjourn 
its current meeting. Trygve Lie, 
secretary-general, was reported to 
have expressed the opinion the 
assembly would wind up its busi- 
ness by Friday night. 

The security council was sache- 
duled to meet at 9 p.m. to take up 
take up the Indonesian problem. 

WITH THESE TWO controver- 
sies out of the way, the only other 
major Security Council problem 
remaining unsolved would be the 
Syrian-Lebanese demand that Brit- 
ish and French troops be evacu- 
ated from the Levant. 

The general assembly still has to 
take final action on the question of 
both a permanent and a tempor-

Dr. Gray was an active member of 
the Shriners’ club in the city and

For the 1916-17 term at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, Dr. Gray and 
Dr. W. A. Wilson became the first 
two doctors ever to teach surgery 
in Alberta. And up until the time 
of his death, Dr. Gray held the 
position of clinical professor of 
surgery. 

Two great honors of Dr. Gray's 
was being a fellow of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Canada, 
and a fellow of the American 
College of Surgery. 

During the war he suffered 
severe strain. One son, Gordon, 
served as medical officer with the 
Royal Rifles of Quebec, and was 
taken prisoner at Hong Kong and 
only reached home a few months 
ago.

British Housewives 
Protest Food Lack 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—(CP)—Thou- 
sands of British women at mass 
meetings in various parts of Britain 
yesterday angrily protested newly- 
announced food restrictions. 

A stormy gathering of 2,000 
women at Liverpool urged that 
“three real British housewives” be 
sent to Canada, Australia and the 
United States to explain how the 
British housewife struggled to feed 
her family. 

BOTH THIS MEETING and a 
gathering of another 2,000 women 
at Wallasey, Cheshire, near Liver- 
pool, protested to Prime Minister 
Attlee against further food cuts, 
suggesting that Food Minister Sir 
Ben Smith should instead consider 
reducing meals supplied in hotels 
and restaurants.

A Cause to Help 


The Imperial Order Daughters of the 
Empire plan to raise a fund of $500,000, to 
be used in paying very practical tribute to 
the men who lost their lives in World War 
II. The money will go to help meet the ex- 
penses of children of these men during their 
courses at Canadian universities, and to 
provide scholarships for graduates at uni- 
versities oversea. 

This is a repetition of the plan adopted 
by the IODE at the close of World War I. 
Upwards of four hundred young men and 
women were assisted in their scholastic car- 
eers by that effort. Some of these now hold 
outstanding places in the national life. 
Many of them gave distinguished specialist 
Services in the recent war. 

It is probable that in almost every com- 
munity in Canada there are boys and girls 
who stand to lose their chance of taking or 
completing a university course because their 
fathers died in the service of the country. 
The IODE propose to give them that chance, 
as an act of remembrance of the sacrifices 
of these soldiers, sailors and airmen,

countrymen can do anything for the fathers 
who fell. But here is an opportunity to take 
their places in seeing that their sons and 
daughters are not denied the opportunity to 
get an education.

Officials report that they will give 
consideration to delaying vocation- 
al training to veterans until more 
space is found, according to J. W 
Proctor, district administrator, 
DVA., “The schools are crowded,” 
said Mr. Proctor, “and to let any 
More students into the training 
would only disrupt the classes now 
in progress.” 

This decision was announced 
following a meeting of Canadian 
Vocational Training officials, DVA 
officials ‘and delegates from the 
training schools at the technical 
school and at the exhibition 
grounds, held at the Redwood 
building Monday. 

At the meeting student veteran 
delegates were given the oppor- 
tunity of presenting their views to 
the CVT. The students pointed out 
that they had no criticism of the 
type of instruction, but they were 
overcrowded and lacked suitabie 
space in certain classes, Also there 
was a shortage of equipment and 
supplies necessary for tuition.

Dairy Methods 
In Coming Year 


Planned improvements in dairy 
plants, equipment and methods will 
become more evident this year, 
according to L. M. Silcox, super- 
visor, dairy factory inspection, pro- 
vincial department of agriculture. 

MR. SILCOX gave a resume of 
the prospects in view for the manu- 
facturing end of dairying to a sec- 
tion meetin, of the Alberta Dairy- 
men’s Association, whose 25th an- 
nual three-day convention began 
Tuesday in the Macdonald hotel, D. 
Morkeberg, Markerville, was chair- 
man, 

After a comparison of the dairy 
industry in Alberta from 1939 to 
the present, Mr. Silcox said: “There 
is no such thing as a static position 
for industry, Either it goes ahead 
and improves or it recedes and 
fades out.” 

Equipment re placement pro- 
blems, especially for milk and 
cream shippers, did not show an 
encouraging picture, he said. 

“THE WAR YEARS deprived 
producers of available supplies of 
shipping cans. That complete sup- 
ply is over now and done with.” He 


of new milk and cream cans to 
reylace containers which were 
worn and unsuitable for dairy pur- 
Poses. 

He asked the co-operation of 
producers and creameries in a cam- 
paign to eliminate all unsuitable 
containers, and that after the con- 
vention his department would in- 
stitute a survey to determine how 
many were needed for replace- 
ment. 

Mr. Silcox dealt with a wide 
range of situations affecting the 
manufacturing end of dairying, and 
had a word of praise for the war- 
time labor which had worked con- 
scientiously to help produce the 
needed supplies. 

He observed, however, that oper-

Touching uvon the work 
being done to relieve the acute situ- 
ation on the Continent, she men- 
tioned the work of UNRRA as be- 
ing one of the major organizations, 
but admonished that UNRRA could 
only work backed by the support 
of the people on this side of the 
ocean. 

ANSWERING the question “what 
can we do,to help Europe”, the 
speaker pointed out mainly, that 
we must think of the masses of 
Europe as single individuals, peo- 
ple like ourselves who are living a 
seemingly impossible existe:ce. 
She continued to urge that we are 
careful to waste nothing and also 
that we send parcels.
